What this area may expect In 
freeway construction during the 
viHible future was outlined by 
top state officials at a meeting 
of the South Bay Inter-C i t y 
Councilmen's Committee Thurs­ 
day night.

Principal concern was progress 
r»f the Long Beach freeway from 
Jefferson to 174th St.

Kdward T. Telford, assistant
 tale highway engineer for Dia-
trict 7 here, said there was no
sense in building little isolated
aections of freeway. He answered
a question as to why the route
Is not being developed here,
where the need ia critical.

"Kveryone's need ia trlti- 
cal. Yours in critical bee a line 
it in yours." Telford fold a 
group of about 50 councilman 
and mayors. "Btif there is lit­ 
tle fo be gained by building a 
atrip where yoti ran barrel
 long for a mile or two Jo
where you're no better off." 
The freeway program, he ex­ 

plained, is going according to a 
plan, disruption of which would 
throw th« entire project into 
chaos.

The chief said it will be the 
 policy of the department to al­ 
low as high a limit as is possible, 
based on accident rate and aur-   
vey information.

Streets with new speed zones; 
will be given special attention.

Last year at this time there 
were five fatalities whereas this 
year there has been only one In 
the city. This indicates that good, 
sensible enforcement will reduce 
accidents, Bennett laid.

Numerous complaints are re­ 
ceived daily about parking on 
the wrong side of the street. 
Traffic investigators also report­ 
ed many accidents by these ve­ 
hicles pulling away from the 
curb.

Statement of Charges
Gentlemen:

I am herewith presenting 
and filing with you this writ­ 
ten statement of charges 
against Fireman Richard L. 
DeArmitt, which in my judg­ 
ment, justifies expulnion of 
Fireman DeArmitt from the 
service of the City. A copy of 
this statement will he served 
on Mr. DeArmitt and an affi­ 
davit of service filed with your 
honorable body as soon as pos­ 
sible.

The charges are as follows:
Count T

That Fireman Do A t mitt on 
or about April 1, IfKiO and at 
various times during the period 
March 15, 19tfO to and includ­ 
ing April 12, 19«0, violated 
the. provisions of Article VII. 
Section 2 of the ('barter of 
the City of Torrance by taking 
an active part in the 1!'(?0 Mu­ 
nicipal Election campaign.

/ Count II
That Fireman DeArmitt on 

or about April I. l%0 and at 
various times during the period 
March 15, 19(10 to and includ­ 
ing April 12, I9(»0 violated the 
provisions of subsection (b) of 
Section 45030 of the Govern­ 
ment Code of the State of Cal­ 
ifornia by taking an active part 
in the 1960 Torrance Municipal 
Election campaign. 

Count III
That Fireman DeArmitt on 

or about April 1, I9f>0 and at 
various times during the period 
of March 15, UHjO to and in­ 
cluding April 12. 19f>0 violated 
(lie provisions of subsection (c) 
of Section 8.26 of the Code of 
the City of Torrance, 1954 by 
rendering a political service for 
candidates for the office of 
Councilman of the City of Tov- 
rance, to wit; Nickolas O. 
Drale, David V'ierra Ftjfueredo 
and R. I. (Pat) Hogue.

The specifications on which 
said charges and each of them 
are based are as follows:

A. That Fireman DeArmitt 
on the dates set forth in the 
charges placed or caused to he 
placed on Crenshaw Boulevard 
near Carson Street in front of 
the cent ral fire station a 
Chevrolet pick-up truck ewned

by Fireman DeArmitt bearing 
California license No. MSM- 
247, on the sides and hood of 
which were displayed signs 
advertising the candidacy of 
Nickolas O. Drale-, Roger I. 
(Pat) Hogue and David Vievra 
Figueredo.

B. That Fireman DeArmitt 
on the dates set forth in the 
charges drove, caused to be 
driven or knowingly permitted 
to be driven throughout the 
streets of the City of Torrance, 
a truck owned by Firenum De­ 
Armitt hearing California li­ 
cense, No. MSM-247, on the 
sides and hood of which were 
displayed signs advertising the 
candidacy of Nickolas O. Drale, 
Roger I. (PnU Hogue and Da­ 
vid V'ierra Figueredo.

C. That Fireman DeArmitt 
on or about April 1, 19f>0 
wrote or caused to be written 
a letter, a capy of which is 
attached hereto as Kxhibit 
"A" and made a part hereof.

D. That Fireman DeArmitt 
on or a b o u t April 1, 19(M)' 
printed or duplicated or caused 
to be printed or duplicated for 
circulation said letter attached 
hereto as Kxhibit "A."

F.. That Fireman DeArmitt 
on the dates set forth in the 
charges circulated or caused to 
be circulated said letter »at- 
tached hereto as F.xhihit "A."

In my judgment, the conduct 
of Fireman DeArmitt justifies 
his dismissal from the service. 
This statement of charges shall 
constitute a discharge of Fire­ 
man DeArmitt from the clas­ 
sified service of the city, the 
operation of which discharge

DeArmitt Friday was ordered 
dismissed on charges of actively 
participating in the recent muni­ 
cipal election campaign in behalf 
of Nick Drale, Dave Figueredo. 
and Pat Hogue.

It was charged he plastered 
his truck with stickers and caused 
his wife to write and circulate 
a letter in favor of the candi­ 
dates in violation of a city ordi­ 
nance and state law.

DeArmitt's wife, l.oradelle. 
said she was shocked by the ac­ 
tion, which was filed with the 
Civil Service Commission.

"1 thought suffrage had heen 
granted *omen," she said. "1 
certainly didn't know I lost 
inv righls just because my hus- 
biind works for the city."
DeArmitt, whose firing has 

been heW up pending action by 
the Civil Service Commission, ex­ 
pressed equal shock and surprise. 

His own union said they will 
hack him 100'r in his fight with 
the city, and the state Fire- 
fighters called to lend their com­ 
plete support.

f)eArmitt, through his attor­ 
ney. Joseph Tabak of Beverrly 
Hills, is denymg all allegations. 
He said he violated no law and 
did hot actively participate in 
politics while in employ of the 
city.

"My *ife paid for the let­ 
ter she wrote from money »he 
makes ironing and doing other 
jobs. In the evening she cleans 
a medical clinic," DeArmitt 
said.

His wife also is active in PTA, 
teaches Sunday school, is a 
Brownie den mother, and does
